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Legislative Matters 

Assembly Bill No. 1979, introduced Mr. 
Erwin, January 27, 1949: 

Section Section 4828 the Business and 
Professions Code amended read: 

4828. All veterinarians actually engaged 
and employed such the State, county, 
city, corporation, firm individual are prac- 
ticing veterinary medicine and shall secure 
state license issued the State Board 
Veterinary Examiners; provided however, 
that veterinarians employed the California 
Department Agriculture full-time vet- 
erinary meat inspectors shall not required 
have license long they not prac- 
tice any other branch veterinary medicine, 
and provided further, that veterinarians em- 
ployed the California Department Agri- 
culture other veterinary activities shall not 
required have license prior January 
1951, long they not practice any 
other branch veterinary medicine. 

SEC. This act urgency measure 
necessary for the immediate preservation 
the public peace, health safety within the 
meaning Article the Constitution, and 
shall into immediate effect. The factors 
constituting such necessity are: 

The spread contagious diseases among 
livestock would seriously endanger the agri- 
cultural industry and the health and safety 
the people this State. the present time 
there immediate danger such diseases 
assuming epizootic proportions this State 
with the result that gains previously made 
controlling them will lost. 

necessary obtain the services sufficient 
number veterinarians fill positions now 
provided for. assist this regard 
necessary waive veterinary license provi- 
sions for period time order induce 
otherwise qualified veterinarians enter state 
service. 


Senate Bill No. 270, introduced Senator 
Hugh Burns, January 17, 1949: 

4905. The following fees shall collected 
the board and the same shall credited 
the Board Examiners Veterinary 
Medicine contingent fund: 

(a) For filing application for examina- 
tion, twenty dollars ($20). 

(b) For issuance certificate license 
practice veterinary medicine, five dollars 
($5). 

(c) For annual renewal license, sum 
fixed the board annually, not more 
than twelve dollars fifty cents ($12.50) less 
than seven dollars fifty cents ($7.50). 

(d) For restoration license lapsed 
forfeited for nonpayment the renewal fee, 
twenty dollars ($20). 

(e) For issuance duplicate license, two 
dollars fifty cents ($2.50).

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Ovine Enterotoxemia and Its Control 


Enterotoxemia acute toxemia caused 
the Type toxin Clostridium perfrin- 
gens (Cl. welchii) and associated with inges- 
tion highly nutritive feedstuffs. com- 
monly termed “over-eating disease” “pulpy 
kidney disease.” 

Cl. perfringens frequently found soils 
and sequentially the lower bowel normal 
sheep. The ingestion large quantities 
rich feedstuffs produces environment 
which this organism can proliferate rapid 
rate and invade the small intestine. Here 
highly lethal toxin formed and absorbed, 
producing death the majority instances. 
brief, may stated that the greater the 
intake highly nutritive feedstuffs, the high- 
the incidence enterotoxemia. 

The incidence enterotoxemia varies con- 
siderably under different conditions. For in- 
stance, losses range lambs may occur 
animals from few days several months 
age. Suckling single lambs which have 
abundant supply milk available are regular- 
victims enterotoxemia some sections 
the western states. Older lambs all ages 
given access luxuriant pastures grass, 
clover winter wheat are frequently victims 
this disease. Adult sheep are seldom af- 
fected with enterotoxemia. 

Enterotoxemia losses feeder lambs have 
been stated greater than those from all 
other conditions combined. Many experienced 
feeders are willing sacrifice per 
cent death loss per month order secure 
rapid gains and have their lambs “finished” 
days. Not infrequently this prac- 
tice ends disaster, with per cent 
death loss occurring during the course 
few days. 

Symptomatology: Lambs stricken with en- 
terotoxemia die suddenly, and therefore are 
not frequently observed under field conditions. 
The occasional affected animal seen shows 
rapidly progressive weakness accompanied 
signs central nervous disturbance, such 
thrown back head, circling, pushing 
against object. 

Prostration accompanied convulsions, 
comatose condition, both. The head fre- 
quently held thrown back position. Diar- 
rhea may occur prodromal symptom 
any time during the course symptoms. The 
average course the disease extends over 
period covering hours. 

Chronic enterotoxemia may encountered. 
Lambs affected lose their appetite, and suf- 
fer from severe diarrhea and its conse- 
quences. occasional chronically affected 
lamb may recover after several days ill- 
ness.

Pathology: The most consistent lesion 
enterotoxemia feeder lambs appears 
cardiac hemorrhages, the size and location 
which vary considerably from minute pete- 
chiae large blotches located subendocardial- 
ly, subepicardially, any combination there- 
of. complete absence other outstanding 
gross pathology not unusual. Other lesions 
observed somewhat regularly are hemorrhages 
throughout any all the other major 
tissues, excess pericardial fluid fre- 
quently containing clots, marked pulmonary 
congestion involving the bronchi and trachea, 
and pulpy kidneys. The latter lesion never 
observed lambs which are autopsied shortly 
after death, but almost invariably found when 
the examination delayed hours more. 

Diagnosis: Accurate field diagnosis based 
upon the history sudden deaths lambs 
exposed rich feedstuffs and the finding 
the forementioned lesions. Laboratory aid may 
enlisted. such aid desired, tied-off 
section the ileum containing least 
cubic centimeters intestinal contents should 
submitted well the usual tissues. 
Enterotoxemia frequently has been mistaken- 
diagnosed hemorrhagic septicemia, cocci- 
diosis, and plant chemical poisoning. 


Experimental Investigation 


Clostridium Perfringens Type Bacterin: 
Since the most logical approach the control 
ovine enterotoxemia would appear 
through the establishment active im- 
munity the Type toxin Cl. perfringens 
preliminary investigation was conducted 
during the 1946 winter season. light the 
encouraging results obtained, second rigidly 
experiment was conducted during 
the winter feeding season 1947. The experi- 
mental details this investigation were re- 
cently and the following consists 
brief summary the 1947 experiment 
this report. 

October, 1947, group 1,967 feeder 
lambs was vaccinated with Clostridium Per- 
fringens Type Bacterin, one half receiving 
one dose cc.), the remaining half, two 
doses cc. each) spaced two weeks apart. 

unvaccinated control group 1,970 
lambs the same derivation was fed concur- 
rently adjoining dry lot and for the 
same length time.

During the period greatest loss the 
control group, the vaccinated sheep were addi- 
tionally challenged increasing the corn and 
molasses ration 0.1 0.4 pounds per day per 
lamb above the quantity fed the controls. 

the conclusion the experiment, which 
lasted days with average feeding period 
approximately days per sheep, total 
control and immunized lambs from 
the single dose group and from the double 
dose group) had died enterotoxemia. 
moderate post vaccinal lameness was the only 
reaction observed from the injection the 
bacterin. blemish that could attributed 
the injection the bacterin was observed 
the carcasses any the immunized 
sheep after slaughter. 

Antitoxin determinations and toxin injec- 
tions proved conclusively that high degree 
resistance was present both single and 
double treated lambs and days. The 
immunity induced from one injection bac- 
terin, although somewhat lower than that ob- 
tained from two injections, was compara- 
tively high level and sufficient provide pro- 
tection for average feeding period 
months and perhaps longer. 

addition experimental data Clostri- 
dium Perfringens Type Bacterin, reports 
have been received from practicing veterinar- 
ians.

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Historical Review California State Veterinary Medical Assn.

previous article has been brought 
out that the absence laws regulating the 
practice veterinary medicine the newly or- 
ganized California Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation had taken upon itself attempt 
set minimum standard qualifications for 
its members. thus not only justified its 
existence but addition, impressed upon the 
generally uninformed public the common- 
wealth, what livestock owners should expect 
from the man they employed treat their 
animals. 

Though took several years educating the 
public, and what was more difficult, coming 
agreement among themselves, the veteri- 
narians, led the California State Veterinary 
Medical Association, March 23, 1893, finally 
realized their cherished ambition. that day 
Governor George Markham signed the Lutt- 
ringer Bill, previously passed the legisla- 
ture, regulating the practice veterinary 
medicine and surgery this State. The pro- 
tection provided veterinarians and public 
alike was far short that desired even 
those days, nevertheless its enactment marked 
the advent new era our profession. 

previously brought out the internecine 
struggle was bitter and hard fought. The 
graduates the one hand, and the other 
the non-graduates, who feared the loss 
privileges they had heretofore enjoyed un- 
molested, quite naturally did not see eye 
eye. Only compromise bill, one that would 
protect least the majority the non- 
graduates, could possibly passed. This was 
clearly evident the qualified men who ac- 
cepted the theory “half loaf better 
than none.” 

The law which remained unchanged for ten 
years quoted: 

“LAW REGULATING THE PRACTICE 


VETERINARY MEDICINE AND SURGERY 
THE STATE CALIFORNIA” 


“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to practice veterinary medicine and sur- 
gery in any city, city and county, or town, in this 
State, having a population of two (2) thousand or 
more, without having previously obtained a diploma 
from a college duly authorized to grant such stu- 
dents, in veterinary medicine and surgery, or those 
who have passed a satisfactory examination before 
the State Veterinary Medical Board, as hereinafter 
provided for. 

“Section 2. This Board of Examiners shall be 
known as the State Veterinary Medical Board, and 
shall consist five duly qualified practitioners 
veterinary medicine and surgery, whose duty it shall 
be to carry out and enforce the provisions of this Act. 

“2. The members of the State Veterinary Board 
shall appointed the Governor the State. 

“3. The Board so appointed shall hold office for 
four (4) years, and the compensation of each mem- 
ber of said State Veterinary Medical Board shall be 
five dollars per diem, exclusive all necessary ex- 
penses while actually engaged in the duties of their 
office at the meetings of said Board. 

“4. A meeting of the said Veterinary Medical 


Board shall be held at least once in every six months 
after the appointment of said Board by the Governor 
the State California, such meetings held 
alternately San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

“5. Three members the State Veterinary Medical 
Board shall constitute quorum. 

“6. Said compensation to be paid out of the fees 
and penalties received under the provisions of this 
Act, and no part of the salary or other expenses of 
the State Veterinary Medical Board shall be paid 
out the State Treasury. 

“7. All moneys received by the State Veterinary 
Medical Board as such fees and penalties, in excess 
of the compensation and expenses of the State 
Veterinary Medical Board, shall annually paid 
into the State Treasury, and become a part of the 
General Fund of the State. 

“Section 3. Said State Veterinary Medical Board 
shall examine all diplomas as to their genuineness. 
Each applicant not holding a diploma shall submit 
to a theoretical and practical examination before 
the State Veterinary Medical Board, said examination 
to be written or oral, or both, and sufficiently strict 
satisfy said Board that the applicant competent 
to practice veterinary medicine and surgery. 

“2. An examination fee of five dollars shall be 
paid to the State Veterinary Medical Board by the 
holder of a diploma, and ten dollars by an applicant 
not holding diploma; said money shall paid 
by the applicant before examination. 


“3. Im the case of failure of approval, said fee 
shall be forfeited to the State Veterinary Medical 
Board. 

“Section 4. All examinations of persons not gradu- 
ates shall be made directly by the State Veterinary 
Medical Board, and the certificate given by said 
Board shall authorize the possessor to practice veter- 
inary medicine and surgery in the State of California. 
All examinations of ungraduated practitioners must 
take effect before the thirty-first day of December, 
eighteen hundred and ninety three. After that date 
no certificates shall be granted, except to persons 
presenting diplomas from legally chartered colleges. 

“Section 5. Upon the approval of credentials, or 
upon the approval of the examination of an appli- 
cant, said State Veterinary Medical Board shall grant 
him her license practice this State, and 
shall receive therefor a fee of five dollars; said license 
shall be signed by a majority of the Board. 

“Section 6. Any person qualified, as required by 
this Act, shall, upon the receipt of his license, have 
said license prominently displayed in his office, and 
a true copy thereof shall be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the county in which he resides. Any person 
removing to another county to practice shall file 
the license in like manner in the county to which 
removes. The holder shall pay the County Clerk 
the usual fees for filing. Any person holding such 
license who shall refuse or neglect to prominently 
display in his office, or file a copy of the same with 
the County Clerk, above directed, within six 
months after receiving such license, shall forfeit 
his license; and no license when ,once forfeited shall 
restored the original holder, except the 
payment said State Veterinary Medical Board the 
sum of twenty-five dollars as a penalty for such 
failure, neglect, or refusal. 

“Section 7. Any person shall be regarded as prac- 
ticing veterinary medicine and surgery, within the 
meaning this Act, who shall have received 
license as mentioned in Section 5. But nothing in 
this Act shall construed prohibit the members 
of the medical profession from prescribing for domes- 
tic animals in the case of emergency, and collecting 
fee therefor, nor prohibit gratuitous services 
an emergency, nor to prevent any person from prac- 
ticing veterinary medicine and surgery on any ani- 
mal belonging to himself or herself. And this Act 
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shall not apply to commissioned veterinary surgeons 
the United States Army. 

“Section 8. Any person practicing veterinary medi- 
cine and surgery this State contrary the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
the penalty of which shall be a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars, nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment of not exceeding six 
months, or by both. 

“Section 9. This Act shall take effect sixty days 
from on and after its passage.” 

The Act required that graduates need only 
present their diplomas the Board Exam- 
iners receive license but non-graduates 
were required take examination given 
the Board and limited the time taking 
such examination Dec. 31, 1893. The catch, 
however, was that the prerequisite license 
only applied those who practiced city 
2000 more. Outside the limits such 
cities, there were restrictions and 1892 
California boasted only handful settle- 
ments such magnitude. The reference 
the Act “City and County” means the City 
and County San Francisco. 

Within the time limit allotted non-graduates 
take examinations, many availed them- 
selves, some qualifying and others not. Those 
passing the examination were licensed and 
were called licentiates distinguished from 
the college products. Those not qualifying 
usually removed themselves outlying dis- 
tricts smaller towns and continued ply 
their trade. Actually the law did little 
eliminate charlatans and quacks except the 
larger metropolitan areas San Francisco, 
Oakland and Los Angeles. Nevertheless the 
passage the Bill was hailed major vic- 
tory the profession and milestone 
its progress. 

This state affairs continued until 1903 
which time the original law was amended 
making mandatory have license 
practice veterinary medicine any part 
the State regardless the population the 
community. Again the eternal problem 
compromise was evidenced permitting non- 
graduates take examinations. This time the 
gate was closed for good and remained for 
the passing years finally eliminate the 
non-graduate veterinarians. 

1893 licenses were granted non- 
graduates and more were granted 1903, 
making total all. this writing, 
years after enactment the law regulat- 
ing the practice veterinary medicine and 
surgery, there remains only one licentiate 
this State. This man, member the 1903 
class, though self educated, has been, along 
with several other licentiates, credit his 
profession. More this later. 

Governor Markham appointed five very 
capable graduate veterinarians the Board. 
They were: Thomas Maclay, M.R.C.V.S. (Lon- 
don, 1884) Petaluma; Archibald, V.S. 
(Chicago, 1893) Sacramento; Hume 
Spencer (Chicago, 1891) San Jose; 
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Whittlesly, D.V.S. (Amer. 1882) Los An- 
geles, and Ward Rowland, D.V.M. (Amer. 
1882) Pasadena. Drs. Archibald and Spen- 
cer were only out school two years. The 
latter was the son Spencer, often 
mentioned previously. 

Sometime May, the exact date not 
known, the Board met for the first time 
the Baldwin Hotel San Francisco. After 
electing Maclay president and Archibald sec- 
retary, proceeded with the work hand. 
Trouble was the offing and theirs was not 

interesting note that their first 
examination was themselves. Each was 
examined the other four. Having satisfied 
each other they proceeded examine others. 

this meeting there appeared for examina- 
tion graduates and non-graduates. Six 
the latter failed pass. addition the 
Board members the graduates licensed were: 
Skaif, Creely and Jacobson, all 
San Francisco; Stimson and Pierce 
Oakland, Bernard Martin San Jose, 
Edward Clark Bishop, Inyo Co., Antone 
Bergman Napa and William Elliot 
Riverside. 

The non-graduates pass the examination 
were: Waddams, Santa Clara; 
Forrest, Santa Cruz; Davenport, Santa 
Rosa; Parent, Hollister; Peter Burns, San 
Francisco, and Trullinger, Bakersfield. Not 
knowing, one can not but wonder what con- 
nection Trullinger may have had with the 
Trullinger Bill. any rate passed the 
examination. 

all the above named goes the honor 
being the first veterinarians granted 
license the California Board Veterinary 
Examiners.

the symptoms, there close resemblance 
the early stages parasitic gastro-enteritis 
and the latter should always eliminated 
first differential diagnosis. 1941, Muir 
England described condition caused 
excessive molybdenum so-called teart pas- 
tures. Britton and Goss were impressed 
the similarity the two conditions that they 
decided investigate the possibility that the 
condition reported Muir and that occurring 
the southwest San Joaquin Valley were 
identical. Analysis forage confirmed their 
belief and while much investigational basic 
work should done the etiological rela- 
tionship animal environment, distribution 
plant and soil, seasonal occurrence, etc., 
there little doubt that excess molyb- 
denum important factor cattle disease 
certain areas, especially permanent pas- 
tures. 


The condition characterized intense 
diarrhea, emaciation and change coat color. 
Young, growing cattle are principally affected 
and usually when the condition present 
all the animals are affected. this way 
differs from infectious parasitic disease. 
these types diseases due either 
natural acquired immunity, only percentage 
the animals are usually affected. The fact 
that 100% the animals are affected im- 
mediately stamps the condition one 
which immunity resistance not involved. 
the onset the disease may resemble acute 
intestinal gastric parasitism. Later with 
emaciation anaplasmosis may suspected. 
The outstanding symptom the change 
coat color. Hereford calves the clear line 
demarcation between the red and white 
not clear; the red becoming very pale tan 
and the white, dirty cream. The black 
Holsteins becomes grey. have observed 
new permanent pasture, cows and calves 
grazing lush pasture their hocks. The 
cows were fine sleek condition, apparent- 
milking well, but all the calves were 
extremely emaciated condition, yet when 
these calves were moved dry, unimproved 
pasture, the extreme opposite from the pasture 
they had been on, they began improve. 
These calves had been “starving the midst 
plenty”. This history common where 
the condition exists. The stock may moved 
so-called desert pasture where vegetation 
scarce, and recovery would become ap- 
parent. 

Davis two six-months-old Holstein calves 
were placed experiment, one being given 
sodium molybdate daily and the other main- 
tained contact control. Some the symp- 
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toms molybdenum poisoning became ap- 
parent the unthrifty condition the subject 
calf. The condition, however, did not develop 
into the acute stage. Possibly this because 
they were not pasture but were fed hay 
corral. 

Our next step the affected area was 
develop methods whereby young cattle could 
raised these pastures. The English work- 
ers had advocated the addition copper 
counteract the excessive molybdenum. has 
been rather definitely demonstrated Aus- 
tralian workers that the presence 
excess molybdenum additional copper 
necessary the diet. This problem which 
the biochemist should tackle; namely, the 
interaction molybdenum and copper the 
animal body. The first field experiment in- 
volved group young dairy heifers. They 
were divided into three lots four each. 
Group received pasture alone; group pas- 
ture with access salt mixture containing 
copper sulfate; the third group had pasture 
and access unlimited amount oat hay. 
Eventually this experiment settled itself into 
two groups, since group two, which received 
salt mixture containing copper sulfate, did 
not partake the salt. was later discovered 
that additional salt block containing 
copper was also available them and they 
preferred that. The experiment was started 
the middle July which was somewhat 
later than desirable since cattle usually be- 
came affected during the late spring. Never- 
theless, September distinct difference was 
noted the groups. Unfortunately were 
unable obtain weights the animals dur- 
ing the experiment but the group receiving 
oat hay was far the more thrifty the 
groups. Their greater gains and sleeker coats 
were obvious. disturbing feature, however, 
was the fact that the oat hay was higher 
molybdenum than other forage tested. From 
the beginning September on, the groups 
pasture alone began pick up, probably 
due the amount dry feed that was be- 
coming available along the irrigation ditch 
and fences. During the winter these heifers 
were bred and all save one conceived with 
difficulty. 


This procedure was adopted when the next 
group 101 young heifers were brought 
the ranch October and shipped out Feb- 
ruary. While this initial experiment offered 
conclusive proof, certainly gave evidence 
warranting the use oat hay supplement 
that particular ranch. 

second experiment with expendable heif- 
ers was started the following March when 
another group heifers approximately 
months age were divided into three groups; 
the first receiving copper addition pas- 
ture; the second, oat hay addition 
pasture; and the third, pasture alone. Weights 
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were taken monthly. July the group 
receiving the copper was making the better 
gains, followed the group receiving oat hay. 
Unfortunately, when removing the animals 
from pasture for weighing during July, the 
group receiving copper and the group receiv- 
ing alone were inadvertently inter- 
changed. The mistake was not observed until 
the following month. This, course, ruined 
the experiment for the year. This was quite 
unfortunate since was the last year were 
able conduct any work this particular 
ranch. The field observations, however, even 
though uncontrolled but based prior ex- 
periences the ranch, justify the addition 
copper either the drinking water the 
feed preventing molybdenum poisoning. 

Apparently the amount copper required 
minute. have been advocating one-half 
gram copper sulfate daily per animal. This, 
course, far below the toxic dose. The 
most practical way administer the 
drinking water, especially where wooden 
trough with float used. The copper need 
apparently only given during the summer 
months. 

the basis the previous experience 
this ranch, where for years was impossible 
raise dairy heifers, compared the ex- 
perience the two years which had 
contact with the herd, would appear that 
excess molybdenum was the factor respon- 
sible for the cases and that they could 
prevented the use copper the diet. 
During the last year, the ranch maintained 
between seven and eight hundred head 
dairy heifers pasture with unaccount- 
able death losses. unfortunate that con- 
current controls were not available because 
three factors other than the copper came into 
the picture. 


The ranch had been entirely regraded; 
The soil had been heavily fertilized, and 
The water table was becoming lower. 


What influence either these had not 
known, but introduces variable which 
prevents experiment station worker from 
drawing conclusion. 

far the laboratory concerned, chem- 
ical analysis the feces for molybdenum is, 
according Goss, the most satisfactory means 
determining molybdenum intake. 

course there has been the tendency 
consider all conditions having these symptoms 
being due molybdenum. The differential 
diagnosis not too difficult. have already 
referred the differential diagnosis with 
respect parasitism. Johne’s disease another 
disease that may confused with molybdenum 
poisoning, but Johne’s disease again 
not have all the animals affected, nor 
does confine itself young stock. 
matter fact, the reverse likely prevail.

Introduction 


discussing any particular topic, think 
well explore the field momentarily 
order that may thoroughly understand the 
subject for discussion. 

The word “humane” commonly used 
cover rather broad field endeavor, usually 
referred humanitarian philanthropic 
character. 

Today find organizations known hu- 
mane societies, animal shelters, animal rescue 
leagues, anti-cruelty societies, S.P.C.C.’s 
S.P.C.A.’s (or other words societies for the 
prevention cruelty children animals). 
The wholé mass them make the field 
what might called humane societies. 


History 


The history organized humane endeavor 
has always been surprising interest most 
individuals. 

Back the 1860’s, Scandinavian ship- 
builder New York City, the name 
Henry Bergh, formed the first organization 
the United States for the reduction and elimi- 
nation cruelty animals. Horace Greeley 
was good friend this man. Greeley and 
others called Bergh “the great That 
title has followed him down even the pres- 
ent time. few years ago MGM made movie 
short his early activities and sure enough, 
the movie was entitled “The Great 
Possibly many you saw the picture. was 
very factual. think you might interested 
few outstanding happenings which oc- 
curred during the first few years Henry 
Bergh’s activities. 

The society organized was the American 
Society for the Prevention Cruelty Ani- 
mals New York City. Today the largest 
the United States, probably the world. 

have always been amazed the real 
reasons why Henry Bergh started this animal 
protective organization. There were two prin- 
cipal reasons. No. the overloading, the over- 
working and general abuse streetcar horses 
New York City. No. the overloading, 
smothering, injuring, bruising, etc., calves 
and other livestock around the local stock- 
yards. Most today think livestock loss 
prevention being something new; yet Henry 
Bergh started the time the Civil War, 
but was called humane work. 


Developments 


The title “the great meddler” gave stimulus 
press writers throughout the country 
write lot copy sort ridiculing Bergh.

Enough that the general public looked upon 
him busybody, meddler personal 
affairs, and probably nosey old crackpot. 

About two years after Henry Bergh had 
formed the A.S.P.C.A., had real history- 
making experience. While walking down the 
street one day, heard the terrible screams 
child, coming from tenement house. 
quickly policeman and with him, 
entered the dingy tenement. There they found 
mother, club hand, standing over her ten 
year old daughter, dirty, dressed rags, ter- 
ribly emaciated, beaten and bruised. The 
child was tied bedpost! Yes, that was 
the United States America. Bergh asked 
the officer arrest the mother. Unbelievable 
may seem, the officer replied, “Run along, 
there’s law the State New York, 
the United States, that would enable you 
arrest penalize parent for abus- 
ing child.” course the mother sneered 
Bergh and ordered him out flat. 


Crusaders good cause are people 
tenacious and persevering character. Bergh 
was one those crusaders and was not 
stopped easily. went the local 
police court, swore out warrant against the 
mother, charging her with cruelty ani- 
mal. The following day court the judge 
asked for the evidence; the child was brought 
in; her bruised and battered body shown 
the judge, who found the mother guilty 
“cruelty animal”! This marked the first 
time the history our great nation that 
parent had been legally punished court for 
think, had done means animal 
protective laws! 


course this case hit the front pages 
the newspapers. The story ran like wild-fire 
all over the country, with perfectly natural 
result. People probably decided that Bergh 
wasn’t such all-around busybody after all; 
and instead being “the great 
had just about become “the great benefactor” 
children and their rights. course, then 
S.P.C.C.’s (child protective societies) were 
organized New York, San Francisco, Brook- 
lyn, Chicago, Milwaukee and many other 
places. Today have about 600 so-called 
humane societies (by whatever name they 
are known) scattered throughout the nation; 
banded together, fighting for the just rights 
both children and animals. Some these 
societies function only behalf animals, 
some only behalf children, while others 
are dual and work both the child and ani- 
mal protective fields. 

own organization, The Anti-Cruelty So- 
ciety Chicago, State chartered, dual 
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purpose organization. However, function 
principally animal protective society, 
referring our child cases the Illinois Hu- 
mane Society, while they likewise refer their 
animal cases us. 

May come back the case the abused 
girl the New York tenement. Her name 
was Mary Ellen. Those you who might 
interested in, not alone this historical event, 
but what happened result it, can 
the libraries, particularly law libraries, 
and you will make careful search, you 
will find that all our juvenile protective 
activities today are the outgrowth, directly 
indirectly, this Mary Ellen case. mean 
such things our Juvenile Courts, Detention 
Homes, protective associations and activities; 
fact, pretty nearly the entire juvenile pro- 
tective field. Most everyone today takes these 
things for granted. Very few know the details 
that they might rightfully give some credit 
Henry Bergh, the man with heart, who 
had ideal, ideal which might identi- 
fied “kindness all living things” applied 
fair, sensible manner. 


The Anti-Cruelty Society 


This organization Grand and LaSalle 
streets the near northside Chicago 
one the half dozen largest humane societies 
the country today. not one the oldest 
(we are celebrate our Golden Anniversary 
March 6th this year). Its growth and de- 
velopment has been reasonably rapid, steady 


and sound. Its program has always been quite 
practical one. would like cover some 
those practical activities that you may have 
reasonably clear understanding what 
try and why try it. 


Foundation the Work 


Some the basic reasons for organiza- 
tion this sort might outlined follows: 

our country have labor unions for the 
laborer, manufacturers’ associations for the 
manufacturer, guilds and organizations va- 
rious sorts for different groups people 
classes work. have the A.M.A. for the 
medical doctor and the A.V.M.A. for the 
veterinariam have farm cooperatives, pro- 
ducer organizations, breeder associations, etc. 
not reasonable, then, feel that there 
should organization whose primary pur- 
pose look out for the welfare animal 
life, whether would pet animals, domestic 
animals the wild creatures the fields and 
forests? 

The existence animal protective or- 
ganization could well justified commer- 
cial grounds. After all, human beings are 
alive today because what animals give us. 
Our food, clothing, practically everything 
possess comes either directly indirect- 
from the animal kingdom. But, there 
still another good sound reason for these 
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organizations, and that reason fair play and 
fair consideration all living things. 


Animal Relief—Professional Humanitarian 


May bring your attention the thought 
that the veterinary profession exists 
marked extent for about the same reasons that 
the animal protective societies exist. The cor- 
nerstone our profession relieve the 
suffering animals. well remember hearing 
Dr. John Jaffray Chicago state, one evening 
veterinary association meeting, that the 
basic duty veterinarian his patient 
his level best make that creature com- 
fortable. course there economic side 
veterinary medicine. The dollar value 
the domestic animal farm livestock al- 
ways consideration, and that’s perfectly 
proper; but can never lose sight the 
fact that the reduction elimination suf- 
fering, disease, etc., our animal patients 
the primary purpose veterinary mede- 
cine. 

The term humanitarian ordinarily used 
identify workers anti-cruelty societies. 
Veterinarians might well included this 
classification. Let think the humane so- 
cieties philanthropic organizations trying 
practical job eliminating, preventing 
reducing suffering among animals. Thus 
the veterinarian and humane societies become 
very closely related. 


Program Activities 


The program any practical and success- 
ful, anti-cruelty society covers small animals 
large extent insofar our cities are con- 
cerned. deal some with large animals, 
and reach out into the smaller com- 
munities and country places, the large animal 
becomes very important entity. Then, too, 
our fields and forests are filled with wild life— 
deer, birds, game all sorts. can see little, 
any, difference between the suffering 
animal out the woods and the one that 
might Market Street Hollywood 
Boulevard, except that one them seen 
thousands people and the other probably 
one. The feeling the animal the 
same each case. 


Specific Activities 


Getting down actual points, some the 
specific activities anti-cruelty society, 
are follows: 

Small animals large city metropoli- 
tan area. 

The problem collecting and disposing 
the surplus unwanted small animal popu- 
lation important one. These creatures 
are the source diseases spread among ani- 
mals (sometimes the human); great many 
people are emotionally disturbed over the 
plight such animals, especially when one 
hit speeding car truck and left suffer- 
ing and dying the middle the street; 


they present many, many ugly and disagree- 
able scenes which would like keep from 
the eyes our wives and children—and right- 
fully so. 


Some you may feel that this job for 
the city State governments. Yes, that true 
some places. Our governmental agencies— 
city State—do cover the field animal 
control dog control, but only cer- 
tain degree. That degree seems extend 
only the laws which the government uses 
compel mankind certain things 
behalf his animals, such dog licensing, 
quarantining biters, etc. The actual dog con- 
trol work many municipalities done 
humane society. There are scores reasons. 
Some which are that these societies 
for less cost the tax dollar than when 
municipally done. There less graft and 
under-the-counter transactions most in- 
stances. numerous places there just 
simply dog control whatever, except that 
which done more less gratuitously the 
local humane society. most instances where 
the animal protective society does the dog 
control job, done with more consideration 
for the dog and the dog owner, well the 
non dog owner. There are fewer axes grind, 
thus better job. 


Investigation Work 


The police powers the average anti-cruel- 
society cover specifically the field cruelty 
animals children and does not empower 
these humane officers arrest speeders, 
drunks, etc. 


The average city policeman either entirely 
unqualified, very poorly qualified handle 
any sort animal case. Most these offi- 
cers not even know the laws pertaining 
animals, their care, restrictions, licensing, etc. 
rare thing find police officer who 
knows how and willing destroy suffer- 
ing animal. The customary report that 
“cop fired five six shots animal and 
left wounded suffer and maybe die hours 
later.” 


Our investigators give attention such 
things proper shelter for animals—dogs 
tied the hot sun the summertime without 
shade water, so-called watchdogs chained 
tree the backyard without shelter both 
summer and winter (because the mistaken 
idea that watchdog should not com- 
fortable for fear would sleep the 
job), the horse stables, work horses general 
and riding stables. There are far too many 
people who try squeeze the last bloody 
penny out rented animals, regardless 
their sore backs, lameness, insufficient food 
not enough rest. 


Yes, our investigation work reaches out 
into the trucking, shipping and yarding 
livestock. 


Lost Pets 


Despite the fact that much our work 
grievous nature, such the investigation 
abuses the rescue and destruction 
animals—sick, injured and suffering animals— 
have some happy moments. return 
many lost dogs, cats and other creatures 
grateful owners. There nothing more stimu- 
lating joyous than see boy and his lost 
dog brought back together. 


Adoptions 


Quite sprinkling animals receive 
are physically fit adopted pets 
companions. Day after day there constant 
stream people going through our building 
looking over our supply four-footed friends 
for creature brighten their fireside. The 
hundreds and hundreds have adopted into 
new homes are all potential customers for 
veterinarians. 


Cats 


good friend the cat quite often over- 
looked our discussions the animal king- 
dom. May offer you challenge two. First, 
there are more cats this country than dogs; 
and secondly, there are sound thinking people 
who can just about prove that cats are smarter 
than dogs—maybe “intelligent” would 
better word. that may, are han- 
dling many cats dogs. Their ability 
suffer hunger, injury and pain certainly 
equal that the dog. Cats are very, very 
fascinating and interesting animals but 
get know them and know them correctly. 
Veterinarians might well take leaf from our 
work and give more attention feline prac- 
tice.

For long time effort has been made 
have veterinarians report occurrences 
infectious and contagious diseases animals, 
also any other unusual serious diseases 
that are encountered. This accordance 
with provision the State law that makes 
mandatory for veterinarians report such 
diseases the State Division Animal In- 
dustry, State Office Building No. Sacra- 
mento 14, California. 


This office furnishes form designated 
DAI Form for convenience making the 
reports. few veterinarians are quite con- 
sistent sending reports but according 
the records, appears many veterinarians 
virtually have discontinued the use these 
forms. 


The accompanying tabulation diseases ob- 
viously far from being complete compila- 
tion the infectious diseases that must have 
occurred the State. order that these 
statistical tabulations will full value, all 
veterinarians should accept their obligation 
and forward report every infectious, con- 
tagious serious disease outbreak. 


Both the AVMA and CSVMA have commit- 
tees the problem obtaining correct sta- 
tistical data incidence animal diseases. 
For purpose assisting this activity, Mr. 
Charles Travers, Executive Secretary 
the State Association, has hand supply 
the DAI Forms which will give prac- 
ticing veterinarians whenever has the op- 
portunity.

contagious disease, the current outbreak 
Foot and Mouth Disease Mexico makes 
especially important this time report 
every disease condition that shows symptoms 
suggestive Foot and Mouth Disease. Such 
instances should reported promptly 
telephone the nearest district office this 
Division direct this office.
